The opportunity for the community is here now. 
‘Whether we get the right to build new houses, whether Up- 
land develops, and whether new industries are located here, 
depends to a certain extent on the attitude of the people 
here. Of course, Upland will naturally and eventually de- 


velop some without any local stimulus. 

Upland could have had priorities for the construction of 
many new houses a few months ago—if Uplanders had only 
been after them, so it has just been revealed. 

The War Manpower Commission has the answer to the 
situation. Those with experience in seeking allocation of 
building priorities report that always the answer is ‘‘No’’: 
during the early stages when priorities are sought. If the 
need is great enough for new houses and if the requests are 
often enough and emphatie enough, the answer is changed to 
**Yes’’. ; 

Then, building of new houses is permitted. Of course, 
there is a long routine to be followed by contractors in ap- 
plying for houses and plenty of red tape to be unwound be- 
fore actual construction can be started, 

The point is, however, new houses can be erected here IF 
one federal agency says so. Building sites are available and 
interested contractors are ready to start the proceedings 
when the go signal is given. 

Edward M. Sills, seeretary-manager of the Building 
Contractors association of California, pointed the way in 
approaching the problem of getting a ‘‘Yes’’ 
meeting in Ontario this week.

The demand cn the part of prospective residents for 
houses here must be emphatically shown. Real estate agents, 
property owners, the chamber of commerce and other peo- 
ple and places are constantly besieged by families who are 
desperate for places in which to live. 


An aggressive attitude with all civic agencies and resi- 


dents cooperating will in time result in the alloeation of 
building priorities. Some agency, such as the chamber of 
commerce, must take the lead in uniting the movement to 
get more houses here. A survey should be conducted and 
this would reveal that Upland is crowded and that people 
are being turned away every day. 

The advantages far out-weigh the disadvantages of a 
war-time building program, What will Upland do about the 
situation? 

If a well-planned, aggressive program is condueted, the 
prospect is very bright for some new houses being allocated 
for this area. If nothine is done, Upland will pass up an | 
opportunity to move ahead, to expand, and to become the 
center of a much larger population.
